IN THE space of four weeks 
Liverpool have gone from title 
contenders and being in two cup 
competitions, one of which they 
were 180 minutes from Wembley, 
to being left to fight for Champions 
League qualification with a slender 
two-point cushion over fifth-placed 
Manchester City. 

Whatever Klopp’s complaints, 
however, the manager must shoulder 
some of the responsibility for the 
defeat against a team 18th in the 
division below after making nine 
changes from midweek with only 
Karius and forward Roberto Firmino 
surviving. 

Wolves themselves made seven 
changes including 20-year-old Harry 
Burgoyne, who with just two league 
appearances behind him was the 
replacement for the suspended Carl 
Ikeme, but he did not have a save to 
make until substitute Philippe 
Coutinho’s tame shot on the hour. 

Klopp will point to the hectic 
schedule his team have faced - 
Tuesday’s visit of Premier League 
leaders Chelsea will be their 10th 
match in 32 days - and yet more 
officiating decisions going against 
them but there can be no excuses for 
the way his team have fallen away so 
badly. 

In the first minute Wolves won a 
free-kick wide on the right. Helder 
Costa managed to steal 10 yards to 
make a more acute angle so when he 
swung in his cross Karius was caught 
in two minds whether to come for it 
or not. 

The German opted for the latter and 
Stearman, who started in an offside 
position, took advantage to head 
home his first goal in English football 
since April 21, 2014. 

Costa almost silenced Anfield with 
a 70-yard unopposed run only to slice 
a shot wide under pressure from 
17-year-old Ben Woodburn who had 
tracked him all the way. 

But the warning was not heeded 
and when Firmino gave away 
possession on the edge of Wolves’ 
area three minutes before half-time 
the ball was quickly switched to 
Costa wide right who, after Alberto 
Moreno completely missed his 
tackle, threaded through a pass for 
Weimann to score just a matter of 
seconds later. 

Georginio Wijnaldum had a 
justifiable penalty shout turned down 
after a challenge from Weimann but 
Liverpool ended the half with 79 per 
cent possession and not a shot on 
target to show for it. 

Klopp sent on Coutinho for right- 
back Connor Randall, on his first 
appearance of the season, with a 
switch to a three-man defence and 
when Firmino’s header was deflected 
wide by team-mate Ragnar Klavan 
from Woodburn’s free-kick it 
appeared an improvement was just 
around the corner. 

The introduction of Daniel Sturridge 
and Emre Can made little difference, 
although Liverpool did get one back 
late on when Origi volleyed home 
from close range. 

Wolves would have scored a third 
through substitute Jon Dadi 
Bodvarsson had it not been for 
Karius’ point-blank save and they 
held on for a shock win after 
Burgoyne denied Origi on the line.

“The lads will say we want 
to be up in the top half of the 
table and repeat last year, so 
it’s up to us. 

“The club has had a few 
good weeks with results and 
if I can add to that, great.

Value thin on the 
ground for Howe

EDDIE Howe believes value for 
money is thin on the ground in 
the January transfer window and 
admits signing British players 
“comes with a premium”. 

Although linked with the likes 
of Chelsea duo John Terry and 
Asmir Begovic, as well as Nor¬ 
wich’s Robbie Brady, Howe - like 
his south coast counterpart 
Claude Puel - is yet to recruit this 
month. 

In fact, the Cherries boss has not 
guaranteed there will be incom¬ 
ings at Vitality Stadium ahead of 
deadline day next Tuesdau. 

Crystal Palace manager Sam 
Allardyce recently bemoaned the 
“vast cost” of British players and 
eyebrows were raised last week 
when Leicester’s Jeff Schlupp 
joined Palace for £12m - the same 
price Manchester United signed 
Cristiano Ronaldo for. 

In addition, Hull’s Jake Liv¬ 
ermore joined West Brom for 
£10million, while Saido Berahino 
left the Baggies for Stoke for £12m 
and Patrick Bamford exited Chel¬ 
sea for Middlesbrough for a fee 
which reportedly could rise to 
£10m. 

Reflecting generally on the 
January window, Howe said: “It’s 
always been tough to buy British. 
I think the pool of players of all 
nationalities in this transfer win¬ 
dow is as small as it’s ever been. 

“No one really wants to lose any 
players, everyone wants to keep 
their squad intact and I’m the 
same. 

“That then means fees are in¬ 
flated and sometimes you are not 
sure the quality is better than you 
already have, so it’s a tough win¬ 
dow to recruit in. 

“The summer window is much 
better, I think you get more value 
for money and a bigger choice of 
players, but every club is in the 
same position.” 

Questioned on why fees for 
British players appeared inflated 
compared to those of their for¬ 
eign counterparts, Howe said: 
“The knowledge you can play the 
level comes with a premium. 

“If a player is doing well or 
excelling in the Championship, 
there is a good chance he would 
do well in the Premier League and 
that comes with a premium. 

“If you are taking a player from 
France or wherever, there is still 
that doubt - can he adapt to the 
rigours of the Premier League? 


And with that doubt comes a low¬ 
er fee.” 

Howe signed a mixture of Brit¬ 
ish and foreign players last sum¬ 
mer and says there is no hard 
and fast answer as to which is the 
better option, insisting it comes 
down to the individual concerned. 

He added: “There’s no right or 
wrong. It depends on the indi¬ 
vidual player. I’m open to signing 
any nationality of player if I feel 
he could add to the squad. 

“There are benefits from both 
angles. From the British perspec¬ 
tive they will have a better under¬ 
standing of English football from 


their upbringing. If they have 
been in and around it they will 
know the physicality and pace of 
the league. 

“There won’t be a period where 
you will have to make them adapt 
to that, maybe adapt to your phi¬ 
losophy rather than the style of 
football. That’s probably the big¬ 
gest advantage.” 

Allardyce certainly appears 
right to complain about the “vast 
cost” of signing British players in 
the January window. 

After all, he paid £12m for a mid¬ 
fielder, Schlupp, who had only ap¬ 
peared in four league games for 


Leicester this season. 

He wasn’t a regular starter dur¬ 
ing the Foxes’ title-winning sea¬ 
son either - making 14 starts in 
2015/16, plus another 10 off the 
bench. 

At least Livermore has been a 
top flight regular for Hull, who 
signed him for £8m from Totten¬ 
ham in 2014 and have now made 
only a £2m profit on the player. 

Elsewhere, West Ham paid £8m 
for a 33-year-old defender, Saints 
skipper Jose Fonte. 

That is more than the likes of 
Diego Maradona and Ruud Gullit 
commanded in the 1980s heydays 
when they moved for what were 
then world transfer record fees. 

As recently as 1990, the record 
world transfer fee was £8m - when 
Roberto Baggio went from Fioren- 
tina to Juventus. 

Over a quarter of a century on, 
English clubs are now paying that 
sort of money for a veteran cen¬ 
tral defender. 

Mind-boggling, really. 

Ronald Koeman’s Everton re¬ 
main the highest spenders so far 
in the January transfer window 
- splashing out £20m on ex-Saint 
Morgan Schneiderlin and £llm 
on Charlton striker Ademola 
Lookman. 

Lookman, 19, hadn’t exactly 
been a prolific scorer in League 
1 with the Addicks - scoring just 
seven times in 25 appearances. 

But he enjoyed a memorable 
Toffees debut, coming on as an 
89th minute sub at Goodison Park 
with his new club 3-0 up against 
Manchester City - and netting 
within a minute. 

He made a further sub appear¬ 
ance in last weekend’s 1-0 win at 
Crystal Palace. 

Schneiderlin, too, came off the 
bench in both of those victories. 

Swansea’s two new signings 
have also made a winning Pre¬ 
mier League start. 

New boss Paul Clement splashed 
out over £9m to bring in Totten¬ 
ham midfielder Tom Carroll and 
Norwich’s Swedish international 
full back Martin Olsson. 

Both players made their Swans 
debut in the astonishing 3-2 vic¬ 
tory at Anfield. 

It was only Carroll’s fourth ap¬ 
pearance of 2016/17, with his last 
Tottenham outing also coming at 
Anfield in a League Cup tie in Oc¬ 
tober. 

Olsson’s final game for Norwich 
was in the FA Cup third round tie 
against Saints at Carrow Road. 

He is expected to resume rival¬ 
ries with Saints next Tuesday 
when he makes his home debut 
for the Swans.

Cards deal rough 
hand to Spitfires

EASTLEIGH’S hopes of making 
a late charge for the Vanarama 
National League play-offs were 
derailed by ten-man Woking at 
the Silverlake Stadium this after¬ 
noon. 

The third-to-bottom Cards sur¬ 
vived the 68th-minute dismissal 
of Dennon Lewis to hold on for 
a shock 1-0 victory courtesy of 
Gozie Ugwu’s first-half header. 

Spitfires manager Martin Al¬ 
len restored popular left-back Mi¬ 
chael Green to the starting line¬ 
up, along Jai Reason and James 
Constable, in a trio of changes 
from last week’s 1-1 draw at Sut¬ 
ton. 

Mikael Mandron, Ben Strevens 
and Sam Muggleton dropped to 
the bench. 

After a moderately uneventful 
opening, Eastleigh began to tick 
after ten minutes when Green 
went scampering down the left 
and went tumbling under Dennon 
Lewis’s challenge. Ross Stearn 
delivered a decent free-kick, but 
big defender Bondz N’Gala failed 
to get the right contact with his 
header. 

Constable then played in 6ft 
4in targetman Darius Henderson 
whose left-foot strike drew a com¬ 
fortable save from ex-Spitfire Mi¬ 
chael Poke in the Cards goal. But, 
from showing signs of promise, 
Eastleigh soon found themselves 
under the cosh. 

Goalkeeper Graham Stack tem¬ 
porarily got the Spitfires out of 
jail, saving with his feet to deny 
Woking skipper Kieran Murtagh 
with 14 minutes gone but, just two 
minutes later the lowly Surrey 
visitors seized the lead. 

With Eastleigh’s defence all at 
sea, the ball broke to Lewis on the 
right and it was all too easy for the 
Cards as he delivered towards the 
penalty spot where Gozie Ugwu 
powered in a free header. 

Henderson had another couple 
of half chances for Eastleigh, 
bending a left-foot shot wide and 
making his aerial presence felt 
as Hakeem Odoffin crossed deep 
from the right. 

But Woking’s pace and move¬ 
ment on the break was a constant 
threat to the home side and Spit¬ 
fires so nearly found themselves 
two down on 29 minutes when 


goalscorer Ugwu powered menac¬ 
ingly in from the right and, with 
Stack closing him down, screwed 
his shot narrowly wide of the 
far post. Eastleigh threatened in¬ 
termittently from free kicks and 
corners but were lacking cutting 
edge - a problem addressed in the 
40th minute when young Tyler 
Garratt made way for top scorer 
Mikael Mandron as Allen went 
with three up top. 

It was Woking, though, who had 
the next big chance with new Col¬ 
chester loan signing Macauley 
Bonne finding himself in similar 
territory to teammate Ugwu on 
the right of Eastleigh’s area. This 
time Stack took the sting out his 
shot and it held up in the mud 
on the far side of the area before 
Eastleigh cleared.

Allen made another roll of the 
dice for the second half, with¬ 
drawing Green and introducing 
the potent weapon of new sign¬ 
ing Sam Muggleton and his famed 
long throw. 

Within three minutes of his 
introduction the former Barnet 
man chucked one in from the left 
and, although Woking cleared 
at the near post, the ball fell to 
Stearn who fired over from dis¬ 
tance. With Eastleigh’s physical- 
ity coming to the fore, they began 
bombarding the Woking box but 


there was still no joy for the Spit¬ 
fires and, on hour, Allen prepared 
to introduce new signing Mekhi 
McLeod. 

But either side of the speedy, 
young wideman going on to re¬ 
place Constable, Eastleigh lost 
their way again and were lucky 
not to fall further into arrears. 

With the powerful Ugwu keep¬ 
ing N’Gala occupied, Charlie 
Carter charged in to nick the ball 
and rifle a shot just wide. 

Ugwu then raced onto a ball 
over the top, forcing a crucial 
block from Stack who then man¬ 
aged to deal with Carter’s follow¬ 
up. 

McLeod’s introduction had an 
immediate impact, however, and 
with Woking struggling to cope 
with his pace, Lewis paid the ulti¬ 
mate price, picking up two yellow 
cards in the space of three min¬ 
utes to reduce his side to ten men 
with 22 minutes to go. 

That sparked a renewed sense 
of urgency from Eastleigh and, 
after Stearn had screeched a shot 
narrowly wide from Henderson’s 
knockdown, Woking were lucky 
to survive a dangerous Muggleton 
corner which saw N’Gala’s head¬ 
er hit the bar. Eastleigh claimed 
handball in the frantic aftermath 
as the visitors cleared it off the 
line, but referee Alan Young disa¬ 
greed. 


With the game ticking into the 
89th minute, Eastleigh’s second- 
half endeavours finally looked to 
have paid dividends when Mug¬ 
gleton hurled in another throw 
from the left. N’Gala flicked it on 
to the far post where it somehow 
evaded the outstretched leg of 
Odoffin. 

The Spitfires threw the kitchen 
sink at the ten-man visitors as 
four minutes of added time was 
announced, but the Cards mag¬ 
nificently threw bodies behind 
the ball in the face of ferocious 
pressure from the home team.

TEAM Solent crashed out of the 
FA Vase as South Shields complet¬ 
ed a comfortable win at Test Park 
with a stunning 40-yard strike 
from ex-Sunderland star Julio 
Area. 

The Argentine’s spectacular 
left-footed chip beat Solent keeper 
Bradley Banda, prompting a pitch 
invasion from many of the 400- 
plus away fans in a crowd of 638 
- a Test Park record . 

Former Hartlepool striker Da¬ 
vid Foley scored one and was in¬ 
volved in the other three goals as 
the Vase favourites booked their 
place in the quarter-finals for the 
first time since 1976. 

It may have been a different sto¬ 
ry if Team Solent captain Jesse 
Waller-Lassen had not missed a 
penalty in first-half injury time.

Bentley off to a 
flier on his debut

WARREN Bentley wasted no time 
announcing his arrival at Hun- 
gerford Town on Monday night. 

The twinkle-toed former Alres- 
ford and Winchester City striker 
joined the West Berkshire side 
from National League South ri¬ 
vals Gosport Borough last week¬ 
end. 

He was drafted straight into the 
squad for their VLS showdown 
with Paul Reid’s Whitehawk and, 
after being introduced as a 62nd- 
minute substitute, struck Hun- 
gerford’s third in a 3-1 victory 
with two minutes of normal time 
remaining. 

The little wizard did what he 
does best, darting between two 
defenders and deftly flicking the 
ball past the Hawks’ advancing 
former Eastleigh ’keeper Ross 
Flitney 

Flitney had been involved in 
Hungerford’s sixth-minute open¬ 
er, hauling back Luke Williams 
at the expense of a penalty which 
Nat Jarvis converted. 

Marvin Hamilton’s own goal 
plunged the Hawks further into 
arrears before Danny Mills pulled 
one back for the visitors. 

But the last word belonged to 
master marksman Bentley as the 
Crusaders extended their impres¬ 
sive unbeaten league run to ten 
games, taking them seventh in 
the table.

bumped up that tally had Bor¬ 
ough not hit choppy waters. 

His record in the lower leagues 
was nothing short of remark¬ 
able. Having hit 58 goals in his 
farewell season with Sydenhams 
Premier outfit Alresford, he net¬ 
ted 113 in just two years with 
Winchester City, 57 of them com¬ 
ing last season following promo¬ 
tion to the Southern One South & 
West. 

Throughout that time, Bentley 
- a PE teacher at Sholing Tech¬ 
nology College - had been on the 


radar of Hungerford boss Bobby 
Wilkinson who is delighted to 
have finally got his man. 

Professing himself “overjoyed” 
to have brought Bentley to Bulpit 
Lane, he said: “It’s a hell of a sign¬ 
ing for this club.”

MANAGER Steve Claridge is con¬ 
tent with Salisbury’s attendances 
this term.

“We’re 600-700 people. That is 
what we have to do going forward 
and where we can really budget 
out.

WHEN Joe Partington headed for 
the relative backwater of East¬ 
leigh in January 2015, you would 
have got pretty long odds on him 
ever carving out a career in the 
Football League. 

Longer still if he had opened a 
window into his emotions at the 
time. Partington was, by his own 
admission, feeling “a little bit use¬ 
less”. 

It had all started so promisingly. 
Partington made his Cherries 
debut at the tender age of 17 and 
scored his first goal for the club as 
an 18-year-old - in a 2-1 victory at 
Swansea. 

He was in the team on the day 
of Eddie Howe’s managerial bow. 

Partington, however, has lat¬ 
terly been piecing back together 
a career that was in danger of be¬ 
ing torpedoed by his rotten luck 
with injuries. 

And his reward for two years of 
excellence in an Eastleigh shirt 
arrived this month with a move 
to upwardly mobile League One 
club Bristol Rovers. 

Rewind to the summer of 2015, 
though, and Partington hardly 
had suitors banging down his 
door. 

He said: “I was worried, because 
I felt I had played well enough on 
loan with Eastleigh to spark some 
interest. 

“But after talking to (then East¬ 
leigh boss) Richard Hill I decided 
my best option was to sign for 
Eastleigh permanently, get back 
to playing football and playing 
consistently well. 

“People saw my age and the 
number of games I’d played in 
the couple of years leading up to 
when I left Bournemouth - and it 
didn’t look good.” 

Those injuries. After surgery to 
repair a fractured tibia in April 
2013, Partington picked up an in¬ 
fection which required four fur¬ 
ther operations to cure. 


On loan to Aldershot in Febru¬ 
ary 2014, he ruptured the lateral 
collateral ligament in his knee. 

Consequently, five years after 
turning out in a 2-1 defeat at Dar¬ 
lington as Howe’s reign got off to 
an inauspicious start, Partington 
had to make do with a front-row 
seat as the manager mastermind¬ 
ed Cherries’ rise through the 
leagues. 

“It was such a good place to 
be when the club was having so 
much success,” he says. 


“But not being directly involved, 
you question your usefulness. You 
feel a little bit useless. 

“I couldn’t train, I couldn’t con¬ 
tribute to the team. You wonder 
‘am I going to have a career here 
or not?’ 

“The reality is you’re not, so 
you have to get your head around 
that and crack on.” 

His time working under Howe 
still influences Partington today. 

“Eddie’s such a great manager,” 
he says. “His attention to detail in 


terms of his coaching has stuck 
with me and I think a lot of the 
attributes I have are down to the 
work I did with him.” 

Partington was thrust straight 
into the mix for Rovers, a club 
chasing a third straight promo¬ 
tion. 

He made his debut as a sub in a 
3-1 defeat at Fleetwood, 

“To get my debut out of the way 
was good,” he says. “I’ve been 
given an opportunity to play and 
that’s what I’m going to do.”

AFC TOTTON are steeling themselves for 
another trip to Hartley Wintney this Tuesday 
following a wasted journey in midweek.

Brownlie said: “Whilst the pitch was hard, 
both teams were playing good football on it. 

“It was the way in which it was called off 
that disappointed me. 

“It was no worse at half-time than it was 20 
minutes into the game, so if he felt the need 
to call it off, it should have been done then.”

NOMADIC youngster Tony Lee 
has left Eastleigh again - this 
time on a permanent basis. 

After a host of loan spells away 
from the Silverlake Stadium, the 
versatile 20-year-old has signed 
forms for Vanarama National 
League South club Gosport Bor¬ 
ough. 

Rewind to November 2015 and 
hopes were high that exciting 
young talent Lee was an Eastleigh 
first-team player in the making. 

Early on in Chris Todd’s mana¬ 
gerial reign, the Southampton- 
born striker/defender became the 
first young professional to sign 
terms with the club for almost ten 
years. 

According to the Spitfires, the 
player was keen “to follow in the 
footsteps of Aaron Martin, who 
later signed for Southampton, 
and Will Aimson, who went to 
Hull City.” 

At that stage Lee’s stock was 
high, having just fired in six goals 
in three games on loan at South & 
West side AFC Totton and dipped 
his toes into the Southern Pre¬ 
mier waters with Dorchester 
Town. 

Loaned out 

But the youngster, who joined 
the Spitfires as an under-15 and 
studied on the club’s scholarship 
scheme, was quickly loaned out 
again and has since done a mini 
tour of the south with Tiverton 
Town, Gosport, Whitehawk and, 
most recently, Cirencester Town.

an EFC statement said: “Tony Lee 
has been allowed to move on from 
Eastleigh FC to pursue his ambi¬ 
tion of first-team football.

Sutton United manager 
Paul Doswell is aiming to 
complete a hat-trick of cup 
celebrations tomorrow - after 
FA Trophy and EFL Cup 
wins for his two favourite 
teams this week. 

The Saints season-ticket 
holder watched the EFL 
semi-final win against 
Manchester United, 24 hours 
after Sutton beat Worthing 
3-2 after extra time in the FA 
Trophy. 

Sutton’s FA Cup heroics are 
the only reason Doswell was 
not in attendance at Anfield 
on Wednesday night. 

Yet the 50-year-old still had 
to admit he was watching the 
Southampton game rather 
than running the rule over 
Leeds, who were beating 
Nottingham Forest at the 
same time. 

“I was going to go, I had 
tickets, but that was on the 
assumption that we weren’t 
going to beat Wimbledon to 
be honest. I’d even booked a 
hotel. 

“But because of the 
importance of what is 
coming up I stayed at home 
and watched it on the TV. My

son went instead. 

“Then I was so excited that 
Saints had got through that 
I couldn’t sleep, so I watched 
the Leeds game at 3am.” 

Doswell sits in the Itchen 
Stand with several friends 
and family members, 
including son Freddie, 14. 

“I love non-league 
football but Saints are my 
Premiership passion and 
with so many games on 
Sundays and Mondays it’s 
easy to do both,” he said.

Doswell and Baird: 



IF Sutton United beat Leeds 
United tomorrow, it will be an FA 
Cup shock that has its roots in a 
friendship born in Southampton 
38 years ago. 

Sutton boss Paul Doswell has 
known head coach Ian Baird 
since he was 12, through Baird’s 
younger brother Darren, his 
Southampton Schoolboys team¬ 
mate in the late 1970s. 

They are plotting another shock 
at Gander Green Lane after win¬ 
ning their third-round replay at 
rivals AFC Wimbledon 11 days 
ago. 

There is no shortage of nostal¬ 
gia seeping from this fixture as 
Leeds legend Baird prepares to 
come up against the club whose 
fans still revere him for his gutsy 
performances in two spells as a 
combative centre-forward during 
the 1980s. 

Baird, who lives in Durley, 
scored 57 goals for Leeds in 190 
appearances. 

“It will be a strange feeling, I 
enjoyed two fantastic spells at 
Elland Road and this will be the 
first time in my career as a play¬ 
er, manager or coach that I have 
come up against them,” said the 
52 year-old. 

“I’ve only ever been back there 
to do the odd Q & A session since 
leaving 27 years ago. But the fans 
have always been good to me and 
have recognised me in some far- 
flung places - even after I lost my 
hair! One of them has even writ¬ 
ten a book about me! 

“There seems to be a Leeds fan 
who remembers me everywhere 
I go.” 

Baird’s career included a run 
to the 1987 FA Cup semi-finals, 
where Leeds lost 3-2 after extra 
time against eventual winners 
Coventry at Hillsborough. “It was 
a massive disappointment but I 
was only 22 and thought chances 
like that would come around eve¬ 
ry season. 

“I played in two Scottish Cup 
semi finals but it was nothing like 
the FA Cup.” 

Baird was just five years old 
when Sutton hosted Don Revie’s 
Leeds in the fourth round of the 
1970 FA Cup. 

Sutton lost 6-0 to the league 
champions, with Allan Clarke 
scoring four of them and Peter 
Lorimer, who would become a 
teammate of Baird’s 15 years 
later, the other two. Leeds were 
captained by Billy Bremner, who 
brought Baird back to Leeds after 
nine months at Pompey in 1988, 
and also included the likes of 
Jack Charlton, Norman Hunter 
and Johnny Giles. 



Baird, who was reunited with 
Doswell as Sutton’s head coach in 
October 2014, is expecting a closer 
contest this time, against a Leeds 
side fourth in the Championship 
under fellow ex-Saints Garry 
Monk and James Beattie. 

After a five-year spell as East¬ 
leigh manager, he was commen¬ 
tating for Radio Leeds when 
Doswell approached him. 

“We’ve had our fall-outs in the 
past, but we’ve dovetailed bril¬ 
liantly - we’re like The Odd Cou¬ 
ple,” he laughs. 

Last season Doswell and Baird 


led Sutton into the National 
League alongside assistant man¬ 
ager Micky Stephens, a Sutton 
United legend who played in the 
win against Coventry. 

“We were desperate to get out of 
Conference South,” said Doswell. 
“To go up as champions, by going 
26 games unbeaten, was fantastic. 
It’s been a great journey.” 

Baird has described himself 
as “a little bit of a Grim Reaper” 
in contrast with the ebullient 
Doswell. 

“Many people didn’t think it 
would work well but it’s gone bril¬ 


liantly,” said Doswell. “We bounce 
off each other and Bairdy brings 
a lot to the management side with 
Micky. We don’t view ourselves 
as a 1,2,3 but between the three of 
us it works really well.” 

Sutton’s win against Coventry 
was famously played on a muddy, 
sandy surface; nothing like the 
£500,000 top-of-the-range 3G pitch 
that Doswell had installed at his 
own expense 18 months ago. 

It may become as synonymous 
with FA Cup shocks as Yeovil 
Town’s old slope, but Doswell 
knows Leeds will be prepared. 
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Sutton have

“They have their own 3G training 
pitch and have also played on 3G 
at Harrogate Town so it’s not the 
advantage some perceive it to be.” 

Conference North Harrogate 
became the latest non-league 
club to invest in a 3G pitch last 
summer, Sutton having followed 
Maidstone United’s lead. 

Winchester City have also ex¬ 
plored the possibility. “[Director 
of football] David Malone and 
[chairman] Paul Murray are to¬ 
tally behind the concept,” said 
Doswell, who will be paid back his 
interest-free loan with Sutton’s 


FA Cup prize money, 

A dad of seven since wife Kate 
gave birth to their twin girls six 
years ago, Doswell also juggles his 
(unpaid) football commitments 
with Doswell Projects, the build¬ 
ing business he shares with his 
brother. 

He lives in Compton, Winches¬ 
ter, where he built the family 
home, and makes the three-hour 
round trip to Sutton with Baird 
three times a week. 

“We drive up every Tuesday and 
Thursday at 8am, those are our 
days set aside for football,” con¬ 


tinues Doswell. 

“Bairdy runs a successful scaf¬ 
folding firm (Elite Scaffolding), 
but a lot of our business work is 
done on the phone so we can do 
that en route. 

“Bairdy’s addicted to football 
and the club and the draw’s bril¬ 
liant for him. They love him up 
there, he was a hard-working cen¬ 
tre-forward who didn’t shirk out 
of anything.” 

The draw has certainly cap¬ 
tured the imagination of the Sut¬ 
ton fans. 

“The [5,000] tickets went on sale 


on Sunday and sold out within 
four hours,” said Doswell who 
took over at Sutton when they 
were bottom of Conference South 
in 2008. 

But he has no interest in taking 
the club any higher. 

“I’ve never wanted us to be a 
Football League club, that doesn’t 
particularly excite me,” he ad¬ 
mits. “I love non-league football 
and we’re trying to be the best 
non-league club we can be. 

“We’re a volunteer-led, debt- 
free community club and the 
pitch means we’ve got people us¬ 
ing our facilities 12 hours a day, 
seven days a week instead of once 
a fortnight. 

“If we end up in the play offs 
one day the pitch would have to 
be allowed in the Football League 
for a start. There’s very little dif¬ 
ference between the National 
League and League Two but we’re 
miles away from being a top-five 
club.” 

Sutton’s squad includes former 
Middlesbrough and Charlton 
midfielder Nicky Bailey and ex- 
Arsenal and Colchester United 
midfielder Craig Eastmond. 

Doswell continued: “There are 
no stars but it’s the best group of 
players I’ve had in terms of work 
ethic. I’ve been criticised for hav¬ 
ing a revolving door policy in the 
past but that’s firmly shut. 

“We don’t have star names, but 
we have a collective of good play¬ 
ers.” 

Also in the Sutton squad on 
Sunday will be 44 year-old Totton- 
based Wayne Shaw, the club’s 
goalkeeping coach and busi¬ 
ness development manager, who 
makes a cameo appearance on 
the video that accompanies Back 
on the Shoebox Terrace Again, Sut¬ 
ton’s catchy FA Cup song. 

“You can’t have enough Wayne 
Shaws around, he’s a great lad 
and everyone loves him - and he’ll 
be on the bench again on Sunday,” 
smiled Doswell, who attracted at¬ 
tention in the Sutton technical 
area last week, for smoking an e- 
cigarette during the win against 
AFC Wimbledon. 

Doswell’s vaping evoked memo¬ 
ries of the pipe-smoking Barry 
Williams during the famous win 
against Coventry. 

“The pictures went viral and 
there were 1,000 comments from 
as far away as the USA, only a few 
of which were negative. I won’t 
apologise for it, I was only a six-a- 
day man but they helped me give 
up smoking three years ago.” 

The lack of stress at Gander 
Green Lane must also help. “East¬ 
leigh wouldn’t be where they are 
without Dos but he enjoys his 
football more at Sutton,” added 
Baird. “There isn’t the same pres¬ 
sure to get three points and he 
doesn’t have to worry whether the 
burger van’s been paid for.” 


Paul Doswell is looking 
forward to pitting his wits 
against Leeds boss Garry 
Monk and coach James 
Beattie. 

Doswell knows Monk 
through his best pal David 
Hughes, the ex-Saints and 
Eastleigh midfielder who 
is now a football agent with 
the likes of Josh Sims on his 
books. 

He said: “Garry has done a 
fantastic job there in very 
difficult circumstances and 
hopefully they give them 
the time to get them back to 
where they belong. 

“If Swansea kept him I think 
they would be doing a lot 
better. 

“He’s a very talented 
manager; he was a thinking 
centre-half and he’s a 
thinking manager. 

“I know Garry from when 
he was a young defender at 
Southampton and Beats I 
know well. 

“He’s a very good friend. 
The last time I saw him was 
in a nightclub so it will be

good to meet up with him in 
a football environment.” 
Doswell is expecting Monk 
to play a young side just as 
he did for Leeds’ third-round 
tie at League Two Cambridge 
United. 

“If I was in Garry’s shoes, 
the overriding feeling is that 
I want to get Leeds into the 
Premier league,” he told 
Reuters. 

“It’s a no-brainer compared 
to wanting to do well in the 
FA Cup because Leeds should 
be in the top flight. 

“If I was in Garry’s shoes 
I would be playing my best 
players who won’t start 
against Blackburn Rovers 
[next Wednesday] 

“My hunch is he will play 
eight or nine young players. 
But they have all played first- 
team football this year. We’ve 
analysed their first team and 
the young team that played 
against Cambridge and they 
both frightened us.”

YOU could see what it meant to 
him. 

His face screamed more emo¬ 
tions than a therapist’s office has 
ever witnessed. 

Relief. Jubilation. Passion. 

And so many more. 

It was a complete release of all 
his pent up feelings. 

And if there were any doubts 
from Saints fans over whether 
or not their manager cares, this 
spoke the 1,000 words that his 
press interviews never have. 

Claude Puel was in pure and 
utter ecstasy when Shane Long 
scored that 90th minute goal to 
send him to Wembley. 

It was a strike that sent every¬ 
one from Saints into delirious 
celebration as they sealed a 2-0 ag¬ 
gregate win over Liverpool in the 
League Cup semi-final second leg. 

However, in all the commotion, 
it was Puel’s reaction that was 
most striking to me. 

He rarely articulates too much 
emotion in his press conferences. 

He was composed as any other 
post-match interview at Anfield. 

But it’s often his behaviour on 
the touchline that gives an in¬ 
sight into his character. 

He is softly spoken and has a 
calm demeanour, but is often seen 
expressing every emotion in his 
technical area. 

He can be seen pacing, flapping 
his arms, shouting and generally 
getting animated at every game. 

That helps when your inter¬ 
views can be virtually emotion¬ 
less. 

And this particular celebra¬ 
tion was more than just cheering 
Long’s sensational winner. 

It was so much more. 

There’s no doubt that his tenure 
at Saints has been turbulent. 

Puel has lurched from success 
to failure during his short time at 
St Mary’s. 

Winning against Inter Milan, 
but then losing to Hull next time 
out - and then failing to qualify 
from the Europa League group. 

Beating Arsenal in the League 
Cup quarter-final, but then losing 
to Crystal Palace next time out. 

Those are just a few examples. 

Back and forth he’s stepped, 
from hero to zero. 

It’s never allowed the French¬ 
man to settle, especially because 
he has a very specific way of do¬ 
ing things. 

When something is going right, 
nobody questions his rotation. 

When things are going well, it’s 
hard to criticise his formation 
and tactics. 

But when inevitably it all comes 
crashing back down again, fin¬ 


gers are pointed. 

The Puel out hashtags are rolled 
out on social media. 

The microscope is put under all 
that he’s doing and has done. 

It’s something the press write 
about, too. 

They have to analyse and, if 
necessary, criticise. 

By reaching Wembley, by doing 
something so few have done be¬ 
fore him, Puel’s stepped, for the 
first time, into a place where he is 


for now untouchable. 

How can any criticism gain any 
kind of traction after he became 
the first Saints manager since 
2003 to lead the team to a major 
final? 

He has the chance to stand 
alongside the greatest Saints 
manager ever, Lawrie McMen- 
emy. 

If he manages to pull off what 
McMenemy did in the FA Cup fi¬ 
nal of 1976 and beat Manchester 


United at Wembley, then he’ll go 
down in history. 

Once again, things have lurched 
from absolutely awful to wonder¬ 
ful in a matter of weeks. 

Having lost four Premier 
League games on the trot before 
last Sunday’s 3-0 victory over 
Leicester, question marks swirled 
around Puel’s management once 
more. 

Long-serving captain Jose Fon- 
te had gone to West Ham - to “win 
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trophies” - and Saints were star¬ 
ing down the barrel at a scrap in 
the lower reaches of the Premier 
League. 

Many suspected that they’d go 
to Anfield and get turned over. 

It would be the story of this sea¬ 
son. 

Often so close to something spe¬ 
cial, but always falling short. 

Puel has demolished that theory 
and his team look to be building a 
really good base of performances. 


They were top notch across 
both legs against Liverpool, and 
completely domineering against 
Leicester. 

So after all the ups and all the 
downs, was Puel’s celebration at 
Anfield a demonstration that he 
knows he’s thrown off the shack¬ 
les of negativity and started to 
build something special at Saints? 

He’s certainly bought himself 
time to get more of his ideas per¬ 
fected. 


Puel is in charge of Saints’ 
busiest ever Premier League era 
campaign, with Europe and cup 
runs filling up their schedule like 
never before. 

That cannot of helped the 
Frenchman implement his ideas 
fully, with little breaks in between 
games. 

But Saints are reaching a point 
where the games will start to thin 


out and Puel will be able to get on 
the training ground even more. 

He’ll be able to get his team 
working more efficiently and 
build on their superb work dur¬ 
ing this last week. 

Puel’s outpouring of emotion at 
Anfield was so much more than a 
goal celebration. 

It was a man showing that his 
hard work was paying off.

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Saints' transfer

BEFORE Christmas, Saints fans 
urged the club to splash the cash 
to bring in a new striker when the 
January transfer window opened. 

More than 3,000 supporters 
voted in a poll on dailyecho.co.uk 
and the paper’s Twitter feed, and 
were emphatic in their desire for 
the club to bring in a new goals- 
corer. 

A whopping 69 per cent of vot¬ 
ers said they wanted Saints to buy 
a new forward this month. 

Fast forward to today and those 
fans have yet to get their wish. 

It’s fair to say, with only a few 
days left before the window slams 
shut, they are unlikely to get their 
wish either. 

If Tuesday’s deadline passes 
with no new striker arriving, it’s 
also fair to say the powers-that-be 
at St Mary’s have gambled. 

And there is no guarantees at 
all that the gamble will work out. 

Since nine-goal top scorer Char¬ 
lie Austin was injured in early De¬ 
cember, Saints have played eight 
league matches and scored nine 
goals. 

That is actually a better average 
than when Austin had played - 
Saints only managing 13 goals in 
their first 14 league games under 
Claude Puel. 

But, despite those statistics, 
Saints are still lacking up front - 
certainly if they are to stand any 
chance of their Premier League 
season not petering out into mid 
table anonymity. 

Jay Rodriguez and Shane Long 
- the two main strikers available 
to Puel in Austin’s absence - have 
scored five times in 12 starts 
and 20 sub appearances between 
them. 

Rodriguez has netted four times 
in 622 minutes - an average of one 
goal every 155 minutes. 

That is a ratio very close to Aus¬ 
tin’s record of a goal every 145 
minutes in the league this term. 
And, it’s worth bearing in mind, 
two of Austin’s goals were penal¬ 
ties. 

Long, like Rodriguez, has been 
restricted to just six league starts 
so far (though he has come off the 
bench 12 times). 

He has only netted once in the 
league under Puel, in the 2-1 loss 
to West Brom on New Year’s Eve. 
And his reward for breaking 
his seasonal drought was to be 
dropped to the bench for the trip 
to Everton two days later” 

On scoring his second goal of 
the season, in the FA Cup replay 
win against Norwich, he was 
again dropped to the bench last 
Sunday as the manager continued 
to rotate furiously. 


Saints’ goal figures are not good 
under Puel. 

They have scored just 22 in as 
many league games - the fourth 
lowest in the top flight after Mid¬ 
dlesbrough (18), Sunderland (20) 
and Hull (20). 

Saints did actually possess the 
second worst record prior to put¬ 
ting three past Leicester at St 
Mary’s. 


That was only the fourth time in 
22 games that Saints had scored 
more than once in a league game 
during Puel’s inconsistent reign. 

However poor those figures are, 
they are not necessarily ones that 
will herald the arrival of a new 
striker in in the next few days. 

Saints’ technical director Les 
Reed hinted at a quiet month 
when he spoke to the Daily Echo 


in early January. 

“January is a very difficult win¬ 
dow because it’s a panic window, 
and players who are available in 
January are available for a rea¬ 
son,” Reed outlined. 

“Unless you are going to break 
all kinds of transfer records, or 
you’re the type of club that has 
the finances to do that, whatever 
you do you are going to pay over 
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gamble up front 



the top and probably for a player 
you would rather not have be¬ 
cause the guy you want is not go¬ 
ing to be available.” 

Saints have never been major 
spenders in a January window 
during Reed’s time at the club, 
and almost certainly that will 
continue in 2017. 

The most the club have ever 
spent in the winter window is the 


£4m on Austin from Queens Park 
Rangers 12 months ago - and that 
was because they realised Grazi- 
ano Pelle would be leaving in the 
summer. 

“Our focus is that we don’t pan¬ 
ic and we are not tempted to patch 
things up, but we do have a situa¬ 
tion where if an opportunity did 
arise and we could improve the 
squad then we would consider it 


on its merits at the time,” Reed 
added. 

“We have 1,000 players on our 
database churning over that we 
are monitoring 365 days a year, so 
it’s not like we come to a window 
and go ‘right, who’s around?’ 

“We know what we would like 
to do to improve this squad, both 
for now and from now on for the 
next few years, but it’s always 


a question of availability, and 
availability at the right price, and 
whether the player would come to 
the club.” 

The key words in that last sen¬ 
tence are “availability at the right 
price”. And as we have seen in the 
current window, you certainly 
can’t guarantee that. 

Crystal Palace have paid £12m 
for a player, Jeff Schlupp, who 
wasn’t even a regular in a strug¬ 
gling Leicester side. 

Middlesbrough have paid over 
£5m on a striker, Patrick Barn- 
ford, who has never scored a Pre¬ 
mier League goal. 

You can easily argue those are 
panic buys and, as Les Reed said, 
Saints don’t do those. 

However, as Reed also said Jose 
Fonte wouldn’t be sold until a re¬ 
placement had been signed, do we 
believe him! 

Talking of Fonte, Saints could 
well enter the transfer market 
prior to Tuesday for a new centre 
half. 

With Virgil Van Dijk injured 
and Fonte having been sold to 
West Ham, Puel is light in central 
defence. 

Maya Yoshida has ample Pre¬ 
mier League experience - this is 
his fifth season in the top flight 
with Saints, lest we forget - but 
many fans remain less than con¬ 
vinced. 

Jack Stephens, meanwhile, is 
only 22 with just a handful of top 
flight appearances to his name. 

Though Puel has shown he 
is more than happy to give the 
younger players a chance - that 
is one of the main reasons he was 
appointed, after all - is it fair to 
throw Stephens in at the deep 
end in the middle of a Premier 
League campaign? 

His performance at Anfield the 
other night could suggest it is fair. 

Reed has asked for patience 
from Saints fans, insisting the 
club haven’t got too much wrong 
in recent transfer windows. 

In that, he is certainly right. 

You only have to look at Leices¬ 
ter’s displays this season to see 
just how well Saints have man¬ 
aged change. 

The Foxes have only lost one 
member of last season’s title win¬ 
ning team - N’Golo Kante - yet 
have struggled big time this term. 

Saints lost four regulars in the 
summer of 2014 (Lambert, Lal- 
lana, Shaw and Lovren) and three 
in 2015 (Clyne, Schneiderlin and 
Alderweireld) - and actually im¬ 
proved their league performanc¬ 
es. 

They lost three more last sum¬ 
mer - Mane, Pelle and Wanyama 
- yet remain a highly competitive 
outfit. Certainly more competi¬ 
tive than Leicester, anyway, even 
if they are a long way off repeat¬ 
ing last season’s top six finish.

But the failure to bring 
in a new striker this month 
would be a bad decision by 
Reed and the rest of the 
Saints’ hierarchy. 

Long has never been a 
prolific top flight marksman 
- last season was his best 
ever in terms of goals, when 
he netted 10 times - while 
Rodriguez is still slowly 
getting back to the player 
he was prior to his dreadful 
knee injury at Manchester 
City in April 2014. 

He has admitted himself 
he needs a run of games, yet 
with Puel’s rotation policy 
has been unable to get that 
run. Perhaps only now, as 
the midweek fixtures come 
to a thankful end, could that 
change. 

Let’s be brutally honest 
here - Saints are not going 
to splash out £20m plus on 
a new forward in the next 
few days. A cheaper, younger 
player or a loan are more 
likely options. 

And Sam Gallagher is not

about to be recalled from 
Blackburn Rovers either, as 
a Plan B for the bench. His 
Premier League experience 
will remain, for the time 
being, shoehorned into 
2013/14. 

Apart from Fonte’s 
departure, it has been a quiet 
January window at Saints. 
They generally are at St 
Mary’s. 

Only one other player has 
left, and that was young 
midfielder Dominic Gape 
making his loan move to 
League 2 promotion hopefuls 
Wycombe permanent. 

The 22-year-old was today 
turning out for Wanderers in 
an FA Cup fourth round tie at 
White Hart Lane. 

Saints fans, therefore, 
must cling on to hope that 
the final few days of this 
current window provide late 
fireworks. 

Perhaps it is more hope 
than expectation in terms 
of making new signings. We 
won’t have to wait long to 
find out, though.

Flashback to January 9, 2010, and 
the following words tumbled out 
of the mouth of Saints’ new cen¬ 
tre half. 

“I’ve come here with a purpose 
which is to help this club move to 
the top divisions. 

“It’s a happy day for me and I 
just want to help the club. 

“I want to play in the Premier 
League and I think I can do that 
quickest by moving here.” 

Time certainly proved Jose Fon- 
te right. 

The Portuguese defender had 
decided to swap Championship 
Crystal Palace for League 1 Saints, 
for a transfer fee of around £1.5m. 

That was a huge sum for a third 
tier club, but Saints were no ordi¬ 
nary third tier club. 

Boss Alan Pardew had already 
started spending new owner 
Markus Liebherr’s cash on Rick¬ 
ie Lambert (£lm) and Dean Ham¬ 
mond (£400,000) earlier in the sea¬ 
son. 

Now the signing of Fonte was 
another statement of intent that 
Saints were on the way back. 

The lowest points had been 
reached, and now the future was 
bathed in sunshine. 

History shows Fonte made his 
Saints debut on January 16 2010 
in a League 1 game at Millwall. 

Among his colleagues were Jon 
Otsemobor, Danny Seaborne, 
Lloyd James, Lee Holmes and 
Paul Wotton. 

Saints have come a long way 
since that day at The New Den, 
and Fonte was virtually an ever¬ 
present in one of the most amaz¬ 
ing eras of the club’s entire his¬ 
tory. 

By the time he was sold to West 
Ham for £8m, he had made 260 
league appearances for the club 
- plus another 28 in cup competi¬ 
tions. 

Along the way, Fonte had helped 
Saints win back to back promo¬ 
tions - catapulting them from 
League 1 in April 2011 into the 
Premier League by the end of 
April 2012. 

After that, he helped establish 
the club as a Premier League 
force. 

Here, the Sports Pink looks 
back at Fonte’s Saints seasons. 



2009/10 

Fonte helped Saints win silver¬ 
ware within two months of arriv¬ 
ing at St Mary’s. 

He was part of the side which 
defeated Carlisle 4-1 at Wembley 
to lift the Johnstone’s Paint Tro¬ 
phy. 

In all, he played 25 games for 


Saints as the club missed out on 
the League 1 play-offs - a 10-point 
penalty for going into administra¬ 
tion the previous season costing 
them dearly. 

2010/11 

Fonte appeared in 44 of Saints’ 
46 League 1 games as the club 
won automatic promotion from 


League 1 behind champions 
Brighton. 

He scored seven goals as well - 
which would be his most prolific 
season for Saints. 

His first goal for Saints, in 
the 4-0 win at Bristol Rovers in 
August 2010, came in what was 
Pardew’s last game in charge.

League 1 Team of the Year and 


was a runaway winner of the 
Daily Echo Saints Player of the 
Season award. 

2011/12 

Fonte was again a key member 
of the back four, making 42 league 
appearances, as Saints won auto¬ 
matic promotion again - finish¬ 
ing behind Championship title 
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years at Saints

This time he scored just one 
goal - in the 4-0 home win over

2012/13 

Fonte made 27 league appear¬ 
ances in Saints’ first term back 
in the top flight, missing almost 


two months through injury after 
being injured in an FA Cup tie 
against Chelsea in early 2013. 

Fonte scored two goals - both 
coming in the same game a 2-2 St 
Mary’s draw with Fulham. 

2013/14 

Fonte played in 36 of Saints’ 38 
top flight games and scored three 


goals - including the winner at 
Hull City. 

Off the field, he made headlines 
when he was headbutted by Dani 
Osvaldo in a training session at 
Staplewood. 

At the age of 30, he also made 
his senior international debut for 
Portugal - coming on as a second 
half sub in a friendly against Ar¬ 
gentina at Old Trafford in Novem¬ 


ber 2013. 

2014/15 

Fonte only missed one league 
game for Saints and formed a 
superb central defensive pairing 
with loanee Toby Alderweireld. 

2015/16 

For the second season running, 
Fonte missed just one game - and 
that was through suspension 
after being sent off for the first 
time in his Saints career at home 
to Sunderland. 

The highlight of his career 
came in the summer of 2016 when 
he helped Portugal win the Euro¬ 
pean Championships. 

Left out of the starting XI for 
the first two group games, Fonte 
kept his place for the remainder 
of the tournament when he was 
called upon. 

2016/17 

Fonte was again a regular in the 
Premier League, appearing in 17 
of Saints’ 21 games prior to his 
departure. 

Controversially, though, he 
didn’t play a single minute of the 
club’s Europa League campaign 
with boss Claude Puel choosing 
to rotate his captain in place of 
Maya Yoshida alongside Virgil 
Van Dijk. 

Speaking in 2015, Fonte said he 
owes Pardew and ex-chairman 
Nicola Cortese a huge debt of 
gratitude. 

“I am forever thankful to them,” 
he said. 

“Alan Pardew was massive for 
me. He believed in me because 
he made me one of the captains 
and he gave me the opportunity 
to join this great club and project. 

“Straight away, he gave me lots 
of confidence to come in and do 
my job and when we played under 
him I enjoyed my time. 

“He started the process in this 
club, so you can never forget that. 

“I did not want to drop down, 
but when I met Alan Pardew and 
Nicola Cortese I was very im¬ 
pressed with the vision and the 
ambition they had. 

“I saw the players they had in 
the team and I thought to myself 
maybe I have a better chance to 
get in the Premier League with 
the club than if I stayed at Palace. 

“It was a tough decision but one 
I do not regret. I have achieved so 
much with this club I have been 
very blessed to come here. 

“It makes me feel proud.” 

Following his departure to West 
Ham, Fonte penned a farewell 
message to Saints fans on Insta- 
gram. 

It read as follows ...

From champs to 
chumps in a year

REIGNING Premier League 
champions Leicester continue to 
struggle, with Sunday’s 3-0 defeat 
at Saints leaving them firmly in 
the relegation battle. 

Here, the Sports Pink compares 
their plight to previous champi¬ 
ons who struggled to back it up. 

LEICESTER, 2016-17 

The Foxes stunned world foot¬ 
ball when they rampaged to the 
title last season - Jamie Vardy 
scored 24 goals, including netting 
in a record 11 consecutive top¬ 
flight games, Riyad Mahrez was 
PFA player of the year and they 
lost only three games. 

This season they matched that 
tally of defeats by September 
24, losing three of their first six, 
while Vardy, Mahrez and captain 
Wes Morgan are among several 
players notably out of form. They 
lie 15th in the table, five points 
above the relegation zone, and 
are on course to finish the season 
with a nerve-jangling tally of 37 
points. 

CHELSEA, 2015-16 

We do not have to go back far 
to find precedent for the reign¬ 
ing Premier League champions 
under-performing. 

Chelsea sealed the 2015 title 
with three games to spare, adding 
the League Cup for good measure 
despite the pre-season departures 
of club favourites Frank Lam- 
pard and Ashley Cole. 

Like Leicester, they saw their 
centre-forward and key playmak- 
er lead them to the title before 
struggling the following season 
- Diego Costa a sulky and indisci- 
plined presence while Eden Haz¬ 
ard failed to recapture his PFA 
player of the year form as the 
Blues bizarrely slumped to 10th 
place. With both back on form 
this season, they are on course to 
regain the title - though specula¬ 
tion persists over the future of 
Costa. 

MAN CITY, 1937-58 

Trust City to find themselves 
in this list. A year after winning 
the league in swashbuckling fash¬ 
ion, scoring 107 goals in 42 games, 
they contrived to be relegated af¬ 
ter winning just two away games 
all season and finishing second- 
bottom above West Brom. The 
team contained goalkeeper Frank 
Swift, who later died in the Mu¬ 


nich air disaster while working 
as a journalist, and City’s all-time 
record scorer Eric Brook. 

Remarkably, they went down 
as the division’s top scorers with 
80 goals, one more than Everton 
and three more than champions 
Arsenal - even while conceding 
77, they still had a positive goal 
difference (or, under the system 
in use at the time, a goal average 
above one). 

They were also only 16 points 
behind the Gunners, and five off 
lOth-placed Chelsea, in a remark¬ 
ably tightly-packed table - Leices¬ 


ter could be 16 points behind 
table-topping Chelsea now, after 
just 22 games, and still be seventh. 

LEEDS, 1992-93 

The West Yorkshire side won 
the title in the last season of the 
old First Division under How¬ 
ard Wilkinson’s management, 
Lee Chapman and Rod Wallace 
with the goals while a midfield 
of Gordon Strachan, David Batty, 
Gary McAllister and Gary Speed 
proved influential as they were 
unbeaten at home. 

With the advent of the Premier 


League and the television money 
involved, though, Leeds were left 
behind - one of several high-pro¬ 
file transfers saw eventual cham¬ 
pions Manchester United sign 
Eric Cantona from the Elland 
Road side. 

Leeds battled relegation, even¬ 
tually finishing two points and 
three places clear of the drop zone 
in 17th. Like Leicester so far this 
season, they failed to win a single 
away game. Relegation eventually 
came in 2004 and continued finan¬ 
cial mismanagement saw them 
later drop to League One, but they 
are now in contention for promo¬ 
tion back to the top flight. 

BLACKBURN, 1995-96 

Rovers made steady progress 
before winning the 1995 title, 
thanks largely to the goals of for¬ 
mer Saints youngster Alan Shear¬ 
er and Chris Sutton. With Shearer 
having departed for hometown 
club Newcastle, they missed out 
on the European places altogeth¬ 
er the following season, finishing 
seventh. 

While their chances of a repeat 
title were effectively scuppered 
by four defeats in their first six 
games, it is their Champions 
League failure that lives on in the 
memory - team-mates Batty and 
Graeme Le Saux coming to blows 
in the away game against Spartak 
Moscow as Rovers finished bot¬ 
tom of a weak Group B.

Wit and wisdom 
of FI's Ecclestone 



Bernie Ecclestone has been a col¬ 
ourful and often controversial 
character in the world of For¬ 
mula One, having ruled over the 
sport for four decades. 

He will no longer be the puppet- 
master after Liberty Media com¬ 
pleted their takeover of FI. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at some of the 86-year-old’s 
most memorable quotes. 

“People want to build new cir¬ 
cuits around the world and they 
say: ‘We’ll come to Silverstone 
and have a look how it’s done’, 
and I tell them to stay away” - Ec¬ 
clestone did not want Britain’s FI 
home to become the blueprint for 
new circuits. 

“I mean it when I say that Lewis 
is the best champion we have ever 
had. Look at the job Lewis does 
outside of the track. He goes on 
talk shows, red carpets, he carries 
the Formula 1 brand everywhere 
in the world. For Formula 1 and 
for me as a promoter, there is no 
one better” - Ecclestone always 
had plenty of praise for three¬ 
time champion Lewis Hamilton. 

“He’s a first-class person. I al¬ 
ways supported him. He could 
control Europe or America; he is 
able to deal with it. But I think he 
is very busy. Let him finish what 
he’s doing and then we’ll see” - 
a big fan of Russian president 
Vladimir Putin, the pair were 
close during the inaugural run¬ 
ning of the Russian Grand Prix 
in Sochi in 2014. 

“If you say ‘Good morning’ in 
America and it’s five past 12, you 
end up with a lawsuit.” - Eccle¬ 
stone’s view on America’s law¬ 
makers. 


Bernie Ecclestone. 

“I leave at half-time; by then you 
can see which way it’s going. If 
you ask me to name five of our 
team, I couldn’t. There’s that guy 
who scores goals - (Adel) Taarabt. 
(Wayne) Routledge I’ve heard of. 
All bloody nice guys but I don’t 
mix with them so I don’t know 
them well. I don’t go in the dress¬ 
ing room. They can walk out of 
the showers and I feel I’ve got an 
inferiority complex” - about the 
QPR players who were at Loftus 
Road during his time as co-owner 
of QPR. 


“The morning after I die. And 
the first 12 copies go to the Inland 
Revenue” - a tongue-in-cheek an¬ 
swer when he was asked when he 
would be publishing his autobi¬ 
ography. 

“You know, I’ve got one of these 
wonderful ideas that women 
should all be dressed in white like 
all the other domestic appliances” 
- Ecclestone gave a controversial 
opinion on ladies’ fashion, and 
status, when discussing Danica 
Patrick’s place in the Indy 500 
race in 2005. 


“I had to do something that 
upset me. I had to give her away. 
I’d rather have sold her” - money 
was on Ecclestone’s mind even on 
daughter Tamara’s wedding day. 

“I’m proud of the business that 
I built over the last 40 years and 
all that I have achieved with For¬ 
mula 1, and would like to thank all 
of the promoters, teams, sponsors 
and television companies that I 
have worked with.” - Ecclestone’s 
message after Liberty Media’s 
takeover was completed.

Chase Carey was 
appointed as chief 
executive of Formula One 
following Liberty Media’s 
takeover of the sport. 

The American has 
already been operating as 
the sport’s chairman but 
replaces Bernie Ecclestone 
as a figurehead.
